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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 
1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

(1) the specifics of an LCD device comprising a switching element electrically 
connected to the pixel electrode and a first shielding layer electrically connected to the 
first gate line, where the first shielding payer is parallel to the first data line and adjacent 
to the first data line comprising a first embodiment corresponding to claims 1-7; 

(2) the specifics of the LCD device comprising a first and second substrate with a 
liquid crystal layer in between, a switching element array including a plurality of 
switching elements such that each switching element is connected to the corresponding 
pixel electrode and data line, and a first shielding layer array where each shielding layer 
is electrically connected to the corresponding gate line, extends parallel to the data line, 
and is adjacent to one side of the corresponding data line comprising a second 
embodiment corresponding to claims 8-13; 

(3) the specifics of the LCD device comprising a semiconductor structure, a first 
metal layer, an insulating layer, a second metal layer, and a transparent conductive 
layer covering the pixel electrode in order to serve as a pizel electrode and an upper 
electrode of the storage capacitor. 
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2. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted.
